A. O. Smith closing Tuesday 


All production operations at the 
Granite City A.O. Smith Corp. 
automotive frame plant will cease 
tomorrow, a company spokesman in 
Milwaukee, Wis., told the Press-Record 
Friday, which was the final day for all 
frame assembly operations. 

The local auto frame plant, a Granite 
City tradition and one of the area’s 
largest employers since 1954, was dealt 
a fatal blow when the rising cost of 
gasoline reduced the demand for 
frames for full-sized cars. A.O. Smith 
here is tooled only to produce frames: 
for full-sized General Motors autos. 

The firm once employed ap- 
proximately 1,400 workers, but the 
workforce had been reduced to about 
650 when an April 8 strike by United 
Auto Workers hindered production. The 
strike was settled only recently. 

Company officials said last month

that the decision to close the plant, 
which was ratified by the firm’s board 
of directors at Milwaukee, was due to 
the market conditions for full-sized 
automotive frames, and was not due to 
the five-month strike. 

However, Jack Birchhill, director of 
public relations for the company, said 
the strike might have speeded up the 
decision to close the plant, somewhat, 
by forcing an earlier evaluation of the 
plant’s future potential. 

It will be quiet in the 415,000 square- 
foot plant after the final motor is turned 
off tomorrow. Any noises made after 


that will be the sounds of giant equip- 
ment being moved out of the building, 
to be put into service elsewhere. 

Much of the equipment belongs to 
General Motors, which will reclaim it. 
Other equipment belonging to A.O. 
Smith will be moved to other Smith 
plants, or sold to competitors. The 
removing of equipment will continue 
through the end of October, requiring 
some maintenance employees. 

A smaller number of custodians, 
security personnel and those handling 
the paperwork involved in terminating 
employees and closing the plant will 


have a few more weeks of work than 
others, and then the plant truly will be 
silent. 

The recession in the U.S. auto in- 
dustry continues to affect financial 
resulis at A. O. Smith Corporation, 
officials announced Friday. 

*. B. Smith, chairman and chief 
executive officer, said the company 
expects to report a loss in the third 
quarter, primarily because of reduced 
auto and truck frame volume and the 
Granite City plant closing in the 
Automotive division. 

Except for the Consumer Products 
division, which is in the midst of 
starting up a new plant, all other non- 
automotive operating units are ex- 
pecting profitable results for the third 
quarter, Smith said.

Required teacher raises are vetoed 


Governor James R 
Thompson has vetoed a bill 
to require annual minimum 
salary increases for teachers 
in Ilinois, except in Chicago. 

House Bill 3153 would have 
required yearly increases 
equal to the average per- 
centage change in teachers’ 
salaries statewide for the 
preceding year. 

In affixing his veto, 
Thompson siad, ‘‘This 
required annual adjustment 
would limit the authority of 
local school boards to 
establish salary schedules 
based on local finances and 
regional cost-of-living 
variations. 

“It also created a new 
minimum. salary 
classification for teachers 
with a master’s degree and 
180 sémester hours and 
required school districts to 
include all certified school 
employees on the salary

on the salary 
established for 
teachers. 

These provisions eroded 
local control over personnel 
decisions. In addition, the 
Chicago school district was 
specifically excluded from 
provisions of Bill 3153, while 
all other school districts in 
the state would have been 
forced to comply. 

“I am concerned that the 
automatic nature of the 
increases in minimum 
salary levels would lock the 
state and the school districts 
into escalating personnel 
costs without consideraton of 
regional economic  dif- 
ferences or the financial 
health of the state and local 
districts. 

“Also, the effect of this 
legislation could be to force 
an inequitable distribution of 


state dollars among school 
districts, since salary levels 
vary greatly across the 
regions of our state.” 

The governor said the 
legislation would cost the 
state an added $23,500,000 
from the Common School 
Fund over a_ five-year 
period, a cost unlikely to be 
offset by equal decreases in 
other areas of elementary- 
secondary school funding. 
He stressed, however, that 
since the yearly cost of the 
adjustments was 
cumulative, the total cost 
potential was unknown. 

In other actions, 
governor: 

Approved House Bill 3498, 
which provides for state 
grants to college teaching 
laboratory schools from the 
Common School. Fund 
begnning in the 1982 fiscal 
year. 

Approved House Bill 3127, 


the 


allowing elementary and 
high school districts to in- 
crease their maximum 
eduational tax rate from $3 
to $3.50 per $100 of assessed 
valuation with referendum 
approval. 

Applied an amendatory 
veto to House Bill 1009. As 
passed, the measure would 
have given a one-time in- 
crease in benefits to retired 
teachers who retired in 1976 
or before. The governor 
amended it to include an 
increase only for those who 
retired in 1971 or before. 
“This will help those who 
need it the most,” he said. 
The cost will be $5.7 million 
in the first year, beginning 
Jan. 1, 1981, if the General 
Assembly agrees.

Gardening

Fall has arrived and 
October is the month to enjoy 
the weather and the fruits of 
the season. In 1980, it is also 
a time of recovery from the 
summer's heat and to plan 
for the 1981 season. Here are 
a few suggestions for gar- 
dening for the next month: 

Dig sweet potatoes when 
growth is sufficient and soil 

dry. Dry soil makes the job 
easier. 

Keep crops such as 
broccoli, tomatoes, peppers, 
squash, beans, etc. growing 
until frost by killing pests as 
needed. 

Clean up the garden as 
crops are harvested and add 
the vegetative materials to 
the compost pile. 

Collect a soil sample for 
testing if a new site is 
planned. The results of a soil 
test should be returned to 
you within a month and soil 
treatments can then be made 
this fall. 

Pumpkins and squash 
should be picked when 
mature. Leave the stem 
attached and store in a cool, 
dry room. 

Raspberry foliage should 
be green and healthy. If your

Pick and store apples, The 
best storage is a 
refrigerator, but any cool 
storage with high relative 
humidity is good. Fruits may 
be wrapped in newspapers, 
but placing in a plastic or 
poly bag in refrigerated 
storage works the best 

Harvest nuts. They should 
be collected, cleaned, and 
dried, and then stored in a 
cool room. If used for seed, 
the nuts may be planted in 
the ground this fall or else 
stored in moist sand or peat 
at cold temperatures over 
winter. 

Watch for mouse activity 
in fruit plantings and storage 
areas. If runaways or 
chewing is seen, trap or 
poison them. If poisons are 
used, make protected 
feeding stations from tin 
cans or other devices that 
are not attractive to children 
or pets. 

Enjoy the fall color of 
blueberry and blackberry 
foliage. Study the possibility 
of blueberries as a dual 
purpose crop in the land- 
scape plan, 

Dig up and pot a plant of 
parsley, thyme; rosemary, 
and other herbs for indoor 
growing for the winter 
Harvest other herbs for 
drying, 

Be prepared to protect 
frost-sensitive crops on 
frosty nights. The average 
first freeze for WSW Illinois 
is Oct. 25. 4

Nuclear safety 
agency in state 


Legislation to place into 
law a new cabinet-level, 
first-in-the nation Depart- 
ment of Nuclear Safety 
which the governor created 
earlier by executive order 
has been approved by 
Governor James R. 
Thompson. 

Part of House Bill 3614 was 
removed by the governor. 
The deleted portion would 
have banned the interstate 
transportation of spent 
nuclear fuel into Illinois, a 
provision he called ‘“‘un- 
constitutional” and ‘‘bad 
public policy.” 

Under the executive order, 
the new department, com- 
bining the parts of the 
Department of Public 
Health, Environmental 
Protection Agency and 
Office of State Fire Marshal 
which regulate energy use, 
will commence operation on 
Oct. 1. 

“The executive order and 
this legislation are directed 
at centralization of in- 

licensing and 
ion of roadioactive 
materials in Illinois to 
provide better ac- 
countability to me and to the 
people to insure safer 
operation of nuclear 
facilities and safer handling 
of radiological materials,” 
the governor said. 

“The new department will 
provide a single source of 
communicatin on nuclear 
issues with the federal 
government in its role as 
regulator of radioactive 
materials use. 

“Tt has been demonstrated 
in state after state that. one 
agency will provide the best 
watchdog for our citizens 
over the nuclear activities 
which are present in our 
society.”

in arrest in August

Granite City police and 
detectives solved 91 major 
crimes with arrests during 
August, but major crimes, 
themselves, which have been 
showing decreases recently, 
shot up 21% percent during 
August, when compared to 


August, 1979. 
Leading the rise in the 


major crime categories were 
assaults, which jumped 51 
percent, from 39 in August, 
1979, to 59 last month. 

There was a total of. 888 
major crimes occurring in 
Granite City last month, an 
increase of 51 over the 237 in 
August, 1979. 

Other major crime 
categories showing  in- 
creases, besides auto 
burglary, are: robbery, up 50 
percent, from two cases in 
August, 1979, to three cases 
last month; auto burglary, 
up 42 percent, from 19 to 27; 
larceny, up 16 percent, from 
114 to 133 cases; burglary, up 
12 percent, from 42 to 47 
incidents, and homicide, 
from zero to one. 

Decreases were noted in 
rape, down 66 percent, from 
three cases to one, and auto 
theft, down five percent, 
from 18 to 17. 

A total of 197 cases was 
cleared during the month by 
arrests, a 27 percent in- 
crease over the 155 cases 
cleared by arrest in August, 
1979. An even more striking 
increase is in the major 
crimes solved by arrest, up 
48 percent, from 64 to 95 
major crimes cleared by 
arrest last month. 

Fifty-five of 95 major 
crimes cleared by arrest 
were assault cases. In that 
category, clearances by 
arrest were up 89 percent, 
from 29 in August, 1979, to 55 
last month. 

The only homicide last 
month was cleared by 
arrest, and two rape cases 
were cleared up through 
arrests last month. There 
were no arrests in either 


category in August, 1979.

Two robbery cases were 
solved through arrests last 
month, doubling the one 
arrest a year earlier. Five 
auto burglaries also were 
solved through arrests last 
month, up 250 percent from 
the two arrests in that 
category the same month of 
1979. 

Larceny cases cleared by 
arrest rose only slightly, 
from 21 in August, 1979, to 22 
last month, 

Decreases in cases cleared 
by arrest were noted in auto 
theft, down 50 percent from 
two in August of last year to 
one last month, and 
burglary, where cases 
cleared by arrest dropped 
from nine to seven, com- 
paring the same months. 

A total of 3,476 persons 
have found themselves 
facing a police officer for a 
ticket or charge thus far in 
1980, 2,390 of which were for 
traffic violations. The other 
1,086 were for other 
violations. 

Last month, 317 persons 
were arrested for traffic 
violations and 166 were 
charged with crimes, for a 
total of 483 arrests. With 
duplicate charges against 
some of those arrested, a 
total of 556 charges were 
filed. Both the number of 
arrests and number of 
charges filed last month are 
nine percent higher than in 
the same ‘month of the 
previous year, 

Auto accidents increased 
11 percent last month over 
August, 1979, but accidents 
for the year, thus far, are 
down 21 percent from the 
first eight months of 1979. 

There were 38 persons 
injured in 134 auto accidents 
last month, compared to 33 
hurt in 120 accidents in 
August, 1979. Thus far this 
year, 298 persons have been 
hurt in 1,051 crashes, down 
from 397 injured in 1,331 
accidents in the first eight 
months of 1979. 

There were two fatalities 
in Granite City through the 
end of August, 1980, only half 


the number killed in the fifst 
eight months of last year. 
There were no fatal ~ac- 
cidents within the city limits 
last month.

Prosecutor candidate 
urging faster trials 


Bon Weber, Republican 
nominee for Madison County 
state’s attorney, is em- 
phasizing that he plans to 
implement an ‘expedited 
trial” program if elected No. 
4 


Weber said the program is 
designed to protect victims 
of crimes and their families 
from “prolonged and often 
unnecessary delays’ in 
criminal trials. 

“Based on my experience 
asa trial prosecutor, I 
believe that certain selected 
cases can be brought to trial 
within 30 days of the date of 
the crime,” the Collinsville 
lawyer said. 

“These cases, which will 
be selected by me as state’s 
attorney, will be assigned to 
a prosecutor who will then be 
given instructions to check 


the file daily, to immdiately - 


respond to all defense 
motions, to have all motions 
set and heard promptly, and 
to: secure the earliest 
possible trial dates. 

“The goal will be to insure 
speedy justice — both for the 
criminal and the victim and 
victim's family. 

“I would handle many of 
these selected cases per- 
sonally to see to it that they 
aré, expedited with the ut- 
most dispatch, 

“When the judge sees the 
state's attorney himself in 
the courtroom demanding a 
trial date, rather than an 
assistant, he is more likely to 


think that the prosecution is 


serious 

“Nearly 11 criminal 
defendants demand a speedy 
trial in Illinois and I intend to 
see that they get one. The 
cases will be selected ac- 
cording to the following 
criteria: 

1. “The anguish involved 
to victims and their families 
if the trial is not expedited. 

2. ‘The deterrent effect on 
crime that expeditious 
conviction of the criminal 
would have. 

3. “Whether the crime 


inyolved ‘the person or the 


property of the victim. 
4. “The availability of 
witnesses as time passes. 
Weber criticized his op- 
ponent, Nicholas Byron, as 
‘Jacking the trial experience 
necessary to realize not only 
that the program is needed 
but also that it is workable. 
“He has not tried a 
criminal case or handled a 
defense motion in the eight 


years that he has been in, 
office. 

“Only 2 state’s attorney 
who has dealt firsthand with 
victims, defense motions and 
delaying tactics can ef- 
fectively implement an 
expedited system. 

“Speaking as a prosecutor 
who has personally tried 
felony cases, I can assure 
citizens that a program such 
as the one I have proposed 
will work to their benefit. 

“IT handled a recsless 
homicide case as a 
prosecutor that involved a 
family’s severe emotional 
distress when a drunk driver 
killed their daughter in an 
auto crash on July 23. Byron 
filed an information nearly 
two months later, Sept. 16. 

“On Oct. 29, the court 
ordered Byron to either 
comply with the defense 
motions or have the case 
dismissed. 

“On Nov. 1, I was assigned 
to the case. The defendant 
was convicted on Nov. 30, 
less than a month after the 
case was assigned to me. 

“Because I have actually 
convicted a drunk charged 
with reckless homicide in 
less than 30 days after the 
case had been assigned to 
me, I know that the ex- 
pedited trial progam will 
work."

First frost of 


fall in October? 
Water Survey 
Climatologist Wayne 
Wendland is reminding 
Illinoisans to prepare for the 
first fall frost as the days get 
shorter and the difference 
between day and night 
temperature increases. 

The aveage date of the 
first fall frost is earliest in 
the northern part of the 
state, about Oct. 5 around 
Rockford. The average first 
date of frost becomes later 
southward—about Oct. 15 at 
Peoria, Oct. 20 at Springfield 
and Champaign, Oct. 22-25 
here and about Oct. 30th 
along the southern border of 
the state. 

Wendland adds, 
“Experience tells us that the 
average date is not a par- 
ticularly good forecast date 
for the occurrence of first 
frost. 

“To keep the tomatoes on 
the vine as long as possible 
without experiencing frost, 
watch the day-by-day 
forecast. A cold outbreak of 
air from Canada is usually 
the meteorological situation 
that leads to the first frost..””

Development aid 
for businesses 


Legislation to help spur 
commercial development to 
create jobs in Illinois has 
been approved by Governor 
James R. Thompson. 

House Bill 821 allows the 
illinois Industrial 
Development Authority 
(IDA) to use up to one-third 
of its $100 million borrowing 
authority to underwrite 
small business projects. 
Previously, only industrial 
and manufacturing projects 
were eligible for IDA 
financing. 

“This legislation will 
provide more flexibility in 
our financing of projects that 
will create jobs for Illinois 
people, which is the 
authority’s prime goal,’’ 
Thompson said. 

The legislation, sponsored 
by Rep. Wyvetter H. Younge 
and Sen. Kenneth Hall, both 
of East St. Louis, also: 
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—Authorizes the authority 
to issue bonds for a project 
without having to acquire 
title to the project, though, if 
the authority deems it 
necessary, it may still 
acquire the title. 

—Allows IIDA to finance 
equipment seprately from 
sites and structures. 

—Deletes a provision that 
required IIDA to gain ap 
proval from a municipality 
before embarking on a 
project. The law will allow a 
municipality to veto a 
project by adoption of a 
resolution within 45 day of 
receipt of a required notice.

The National Endowment 
for the Humanities (NEH) 
will offer youth grants for 
young people with a special 
interest in humanities 
through SIUE during the 
coming academic school 
year. 

Youth grants are in- 
dividual and group awards 
given to young people for 
humanities projects of their 
own design. The grants 
enable them to increase their 
knowledge and skills and 
also share with other people 
the new insights that they 
develop. 

The grants are primarily 
for those of high school and 
college age. Applicants 
within the age range of 15 to 
25 are given a_ strong 
preference. Diplomas or 
degrees are not required. 

To be eligible for support, 
a humanities project must: 
focus on a clearly defined 
topic; be initiated, planned 
and conducted by young 
people; offer the opportunity 
to stretch their intellectual 
and analytical abilities 
outside the classroom; result 
in a concrete end product 
that can be shared with a 
larger audience; and involve 
a trained professional in the 
humanities, such as -a 
teacher or scholar. 

Project grants can be 
awarded for up to $15,000. 
However, because the 
competition is intense, ap- 
plicants should budget their 
projects for less than $2,500 
whenever possible, ac- 
cording to NEH spokesmen. 

Applications for the grants 
are available in the 
University Placement 
Services office, 692-2800. The 
deadlines for submitting 
grant applications are Oct. 
15, for higher budgeted 
projects, and Nov. 15, for 
projects amounting to less 
than $2,500.

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‘One-sided arms race; will the United States default? 


Press-Record Washington Burcau 
The political independence of the United, 
States and the liberty — indeed, the very 
survial — of its people are in greater 
jeopardy today than at any time since the 
early months of the second world war. 

There can be no doubt about the single 
overriding reason for this ominous state of 
affairs, Successive administrations and 
congresses have failed to respond 
adequately to a massive, sustained Soviet 
military buildup that began after the 
Cuban missile crisis of 1962 and continues 
unabated today. 

‘The 1980 presidential election will decide 
no more important question than how, or 
whether, the United States will extricate 
itself from what is becoming a national 
security emergency. 

Consider, first some 
country’s predicament. 

Since 1970, the Soviet Union's military 
spending has exceeded that of the U.S. by 
more than $240 billion. 

Soviet spending on strategic nuclear 
weapons surpassed comparable U.S ex- 
* penditures during this same period by 270 

percent, 

‘The cumulative weight and momentum 
of Moscow’s vast armaments programs 
are such that, according to the CIA, the 
Soviet Union spent 45 percent more on 
defense than the the U.S. in 1978 and 50 

% percent more in 1979. The disparity will 
grow even larger this year. 

Alarming as these figures are, they 
mask the true dimensions of this chronic, 
and worsening, embalance. The average 
Soviet draftee is paid $10 per month. The 
average American recruit receives nearly 
$500 per month. 

Accordingly, the Soviets are able to 

‘ invest up to 75 percent of each annual 

i defense budget in weaponry, military 
construction, and research and 
development. 

The share of the small U.S. defense 
budget allocated for such ‘‘capital in- 
vestments” is 37 percent. 

‘Thus, the actual disparity in spending 
for military hardware — plans, s, 

_ tanks, missiles — is closer to 3-to-1 in favor 
of the Soviet Union. 

The consequences of these grossly 
unequal efforts should hardly come as a 
surprise. 

* The Pentagon’s own official figures a 
= well as those of such respected authorities 
as the London-based International 

Institute of Strategic Studies tell their own 
“grim story, 

The Soviet Union now leads the U.S. in 
three out of every four categories of 
strategic nuclear strength, 

« The Russians have more and larger 
“intercontinental ballistic missile-firing 

’submarines and fully one-third more 
submarine-launched ballistic missiles. 

Since 1973, the Soviets have deployed 
four new land-based missile systems and 
‘are busy today developing a fifth 
«generation of ICBMs. During this same 
Seven years, the U.S. has not added a 
single new missile to its land-based 
“deterrent. 

As a result, American ICBMs ae now 
increasingly vulnerable to near-total 
destruction in a Soviet surprise attack. 

This is not political hyperbole from the 
‘Reagan camp. President Carter’s own 
secretary of defense, Harold Brown, of- 
ficially acknowledged the fact last month. 

U.S. forces pose no comparable threat to 
Soviet missiles. 

‘The aging U.S. bomber fleet is similarly 
* vulnerable to attacks by Soviet land-based 
:and submarine-launched missiles. And 

few of the surviving, 20-year-old B-52s 
could be expected to penetrate the screen 
“vf 12,000 Soviet surface-to-air misisles and 
2,600 fighter interceptors. 

By comparison, the U.S. has no surface- 
to-air missile system and only 300 obsolete 
fighter interceptors depolyed in con- 
tinental defense. 

The missiles on the 20 Navy submarines 
-that would survive a Soviet first strike lack 
warheads of sufficient size and accuracey 
to threaten the Soviet Union’s reserve 
nuclear forces 

The lack of a survivable command-and- 
control system for U.S. missile sub- 
marines could cripple even this remaining 
fragment of the American deterrent. 

A comparison of Soviet and American 
theater nuclear forces available for a 
localized conflict in Europe or the Persian 
Gulf finds the U.S. facing similarly in- 
timidating odds. 

The chariman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, Air Force Gen. David C. Jones, has 
conceded an emerging Soviet advantage 
“ranging from 2-to-1 to 4-to-1” in theater 
nuclear weapons. 

These odds will continue to mount 
despite the planned production and 
deployment in Europe of new Pershing 
and cruise missiles. 

The Soviets have also achieved 
superiority in so-called tactical or bat- 
tlefield nuclear weapons as well as a near 
monopoly in chemical and_ biological 
warfare capabilities. 

The disparities in most categories of 
conventional weapons are, if anything, 
more overwhelmingly in Moscow’s favor. 

The Soviet navy now possesses twice as 
many major surface warships and sub- 
marines as the the U.S. Navy. Indeed, the 
Russian submarine fleet is larger than 
that of the rest of the world combined. 


indices of this 


Notwithstanding an American edge in 
some aspects of naval technology, the 
Soviets have forged a virtual monopoly in 
modern naval surface weapons with 
nuclear capabilities. 

And an ambitious Soviet naval con- 
struction program is whittling away the 
long-standing American advantage in 
aircraft carriers. 

Soviet ground forces are lavishly 
equipped and outnumber their American 
counterparts by huge margins. Even when 
NATO allies are counted in the balance, 
the Soviets retain a dominant edge in 
Europe 

Should the Russians choose to invade the 
Persian Gulf, Pres. Carter himself has 
said that American forces would be 
inadequate to defeat a Soviet grab for two- 
thirds of the world’s known petroleum 
reserves. 

Given current Soviet and American 
production rates for conventional 
weapons, today’s unfavorable odds can 
only grow worse. Russian production of 
tanks and armored vehicles, for example, 
is five times that of the United States. 

The Carter administration's response to 
all this has bordered on criminal 
negligence. Despite the ominous trends 
clearly apparent in 1976, Mr. Carter 
arrived in the White House pledged to cut 
up to $7 billion from the defense budget. 

Since then, Mr. Carter has canceled the 
B-1 bomber, delayed development of the 
MX missile by three years, slowed cruise 
and Trident I missile programs by two 
years, terminated Minuteman ICBM 
production and all but ended the Trident II 
missile program. 

He halted modernization of Minuteman 
II missiles, canceled the neutron warhead, 
stopped production of Lance I tactical 
nuclear missiles, delayed production of 
Pershing II theater nuclear carrier, 
reduced naval shipbuilding programs by 
50 percent and diminished the size of the 
Army, Navy and Air Force. 

Acute shortages of spare parts routinely 
ground as much as 50 percent of aircraft in 
even the best Air Force squadrons. 

Six of the 10 Army divisions stationed in 
the U.S. are officially rated unfit for 
combat due to shortages in weapons, 
equipment and trained specialists. 

As a direct result of deficiencies in pay 
and benefits, the armed services are 
currently short 70,000 senior enlisted men 
and women and thousands of junior of- 
ficers. 

The Army Reserve in particular is 
woefully under strength and one-third of 
all Army enlistees are deficient in’ basic 
reading and computational skills. 

None of the services have combat stocks 
of ammunition, food, and fuel sufficient for 
even 30 days of fighting much less the 90- 
day supply officially prescribed. 

Measured against these appalling 
realitites, the boast that we have increased 
defense spending in each of the last three 
years must be regarded as a hollow joke, 

In fact, the increases amounted to as 
little as 1 percent in 1978 and less than 3 
percent in 1979 and 1980. 

And the base against which these in- 
creases are calculated excludes the $40 
billion Mr. Carter cut from the Ford ad- 
ministration’s final five-year defense plan 
presented to Congress in January 1977. 

More to the point, these incremental 
increases were and are hopelessly 
inadequate responses to the Soviet 
military buildup. Repeated assurances to 
the contrary reflect either an attempt to 
conceal the full truth from the American 
people or a dangerous penchant for wishful 
thinking, or both. 

The president's warnings against the 
“arms race’ he says would be triggered 
by the election of Ronald Reagan are 
astonishing. The Soviet Union is currently 
spending at least 13 percent and perhaps 
as much as 18 percent of its gross national 
product on building the world’s foremost 
military machine. 


The administration has held U.S. 
defense expenditures to little more than 5 
percent of GNP, the lowest proportional 
share in a generation. 


The added defense programs outlined in 
the Republican Party platform and sup- 
ported by Reagan would boost defense 
spending to about 6 percent of GNP, well 
below the 10.1 percent of 1955 or the 7.2 
percent of 1965. 


Yet, the 1 percent increase in GNP 
appropriated for defense would yield an 
additional $226 billion through fiscal year 
1985. 


Without an increase of this magnitude 
the U.S. can have no real hope of reversing 


or even halting the relative decline of its” 


military strength, 

‘The unpalatable truth is that Moscow is 
embarked on its own arms race.

The Illinois Department of Tran- 
sportation apparently is not too con- 
cerned about the condition of Nameoki 
Road, the Granite City Council con- 
cluded at its last meeting. 

The council on several previous 
occasions has requested City Engineer 
Monroe Brewer to write IDOT about the 
deterioration of the shoulders of the 
roadway in several areas. Earlier this 
month, Brewer wrote again, requesting 
repairs. 

In a letter read at the last council 
meeting, Dale Klohr, district engineer 
for IDOT, said that Nameoki Road is 
not scheduled for resurfacing until the 
two-year improvement program 1984- 
86. 

However, Klohr promised, the state 
will sweep Nameoki Road in the near 
future and will attempt to keep the 
large holes in it repaired. 

Alderman Rey Poulos, noting it is 
late in the season, queried, ‘They're 
going to sweep it in the wintertime? 

Alderman Sam Whitmer added 
sarcastically, ‘We ought to write them 
and thank them for their consideration 
and their help. I make a motion to place 
this (letter) on file and have the 
engineer write them and tell them this 
is not acceptable to the city of Granite 
City.” 

He said he feels the city ad- 
ministration also should contact area 
state representatives and senators 
“and see if they can help us.” 

Other criticism of IDOT came later in 
the meeting when Alderman Mac 
Warfield of the Sixth Ward asked City 
Traffic Engineer Ed Schulze why the 
promised program of striping the 
streets with reflective paint has not 
started. 

Schulze responded, ‘They told me on 
several occasions they were going to do 
it, but they have been lying to me for 
two years.”" 

He said they promised again Monday, 
Sept. 22, to begin striping with white 
thermoplastic paint immediately, but 
have not started. “They promised us 
they would do the yellow two months 
ago, but the fellow never got out of 
Alton,” Schulze stated. 

He said he hopes both the white, for 
turn arrows, crosswalks, shoulder lines 
and some center lines, and the yellow, 
for other center lines and specalized 
uses, can be put down before winter. 

Warfield commented, “It’s getting 
serious,” and said he knows of several 
near accidents which could have been 
avoided by proper street markings. He 
asked Schulze to consider having the 
city paint the lines, at its own expense, 
if it appears the state will not do it in the 
next few weeks. 

One favorable letter from IDOT in- 
formed the council that the recon- 
struction of the driveways into Granite 
City High School South and Coolidge 
Junior High School from Nameoki Road 
has been approved by the state and 
construction cen begin, as soon as 
written assurances are received by 


IDOT that all easements for the work 
are clear of flagpoles, underground 
water or sewer mains, electrical lines 
or telephone wires. Schulze assured the 
council the necessary letter already has 
been mailed to IDOT. 

In other business, the council voted to 
pay Illinois-American Water Co. to 
install fire hydrants at two locations to 
protect the new Pre-Coat Metals plant 
being constructed on Route 3 north of 
West Pontoon Road. 

One hydrant will be on the plant 
property and the other will be at the 
corner of Route 3 and West Pontoon 
Road, according to Fire Chief Don 
Parente. 

Ona 10 to3 vote, the council agreed to 
send Parente to the annual in- 
ternational conference of fire chiefs in 
Miami, Fla., Sept. 27 to Oct. 2. The city 
will pay expenses totaling $675 for the 
trip. Voting no were Whitmer, Lloyd 
Bailey and Paul Ray Bowler. 

Another trip approved on a divided 
vote will be taken by Dave Nolan, ad- 
ministrative aide to Mayor Paul 
Schuler. Nolan is to attend a two-day 
seminar on budgeting in Rosemont, Ill., 
near Chicago, Oct. 20 and 21, at a cost of 
$295 for registration, plus airfare, 
meals and lodging. 

The council also agreed to pay the 
expenses of any one member of the 
council’s finance committee who may 
wish to attend the seminar. Alderman 
Everett Morlen was the only alderman 
voting no, but the vote was a close one, 
since several aldermen were out of the 
room when the vote was taken. The 
minimum seven yes votes was obtained 
on the motion. 

Bids were opened for a new station 
wagon for the fire department. 
Mathews Chevrolet offered a 1981 
wagon for $7,922 and B.E. Hohlt Ford 
bid $6,900 for a 1980 car. It was deter- 
mined that, due to a typographical 
error, the companies received bid 
sheets calling for different years of 
cars. The issue was referred to the 
council's fire and water committee for 
a recommendation. 

Bids also were opened for carpeting 
in the Air Pollution Control Depart- 
ment. Lombardi’s Interiors bid $665 
and Butler Floor Co. bid $601 for the 
work. The bids were referred to the city 
hall committee for study and a 
recommendation. 

Under questioning by Alderman 
Bailey, Paula Case, director of the 
city’s Air Pollution Control Depart- 
ment, explained an agreement under 
which American Steel Foundries will 
clean up its property and place a land- 
scaped earth berm around its recycling 
area. 

Piles of used sand and materials will 
be moved from the property as soon as 
the Envirgnmental Protection Agency 
grants a permit to move them, Mrs. 
Case said, noting the EPA is studying 
whether the used materials are 
potentially hazardous to human health. 
If they are, a special permit will be 
required and special precautions will 


have to be taken to move the materials, 
she explained. 

She also explained an agreement with 
American Colloid to reduce dust 
emissions. The company and city plan 
to pave the dusty driveways, she said. 

Moose Lodge 272 was granted per- 
mission to hold a candy sale for the 
National Kidney Foundation in the near 
future. After a brief discussion whether 
roadblocks for charity are legal under 
new state laws, the council agreed to 
grant the permission under the 
supervision of the chief of police and the 
city attorney. 

The Moose Lodge also was granted 
permission to hold its annual Halloween 
night parade through the downtown 
area. All children in the community are 
invited to participate, in costume, for 
the march and for prizes awarded to 
those in the best costumes. 

The discussion over the legality of 
roadblocks for charity resumed when a 
request was read from the Knights of 
Columbus, seeking permission for a 
roadblock at Johnson and Nameoki 
roads from 7 a.m. to 6 p.m. this Wed- 
nesday and Thursday. Again, the 
aldermen granted the permission, 
under the supervision of the police chief 
and the city attorney. 

The council instructed Assistant City 
Attorney Irvin C, Slate Jr. to take 
whatever steps are necessary to fight a 
$100,000 jury verdict against the city 
Sept. 19 in an injury case, stemming 
from a Car hitting a sewer hole. Slate is 
to ask the judge to review the case and 
the judgment. If that fails, an appeal is 
authorized, the aldermen said. 

A bid by Arthur J. Galliger for a new 
police liability insurance policy was 
adopted by the council, since is carries 
a lower premium than the former 
policy which expired one day before the 
council meeting. 

Alderman Poulos questioned one 
item on the bill list—a 30-gallon trash 
can with a lid, purchased from a con- 
struction supply firm for $51.32.

‘Higher minimum 
on school supply 
bid competition |

The dividing line between 
purchasing and bidding 
competition in the Granite 
City school district was 
increased from $150 to $400 in 
a policy change by the Board 
of Education last week. 

The action reflects the 
impact of economic in- 
flation, Supt. B. J. Davis 
said. 

The state law affecting 
school districts specifies that 
bids must be sought above 
$2,500. Present levels include 
$1,000 in Collinsville schools, 
$2,000 at Alton and $2,500 in 
the Wood River, Highland, 
Roxana, Triad and Worden 
districts. 

As revised, the Granite 
City school policy relates 
that the board ‘believes in 
sound financial 
management. The 
solicitation of telephone 
quotes and competitive 
bidding of materials, goods, 
supplies and equipment is 
one means of insuring this 
type of management. 

“All such items costing 
less than, but not more than, 
$400 can be awarded by the 
administration on the basis 
of competitive telephone 
quotes, unless special 
purchase or emergency 
expenditure is authorized or 
ratified by the Board of 
Education. 

“‘All telephone quotes must 
be documented as to the 
vendor called and the 
amount quoted. 

“All items costing in ex- 
cess of $400 must be pur- 
chased on a sealed bid basis 
unless special purchase or 
emergency expenditure is 
authorized or ratified by the 
beard. 

“Specifications for 
telephone quotes and sealed 
bids shall be given or sent to 
vendors who request such 
quotes and-or bids, and to 
such other vendors as may 
be selected by the district. 

“Competitive bids shall be 
tabulated by the ad- 
ministration and presented 
to the board with recom- 
mendations for final action. 
Award of phone quotations 
and-or competitive bids shall 
be :made to the most 
responsive bidder and based 
upon price, quality, services 
and-or other factors that 
would be most beneficial to 
the district. 


“When it is anticipated 


that quantities of items 
quoted or bid may be in- 
creased over original 
estimates, the quotes or bid 
sheets shall ask for 
quotations in various size 
lots.” 

Another policy change 
approved by the board 
Tuesday night updates fees 
and regulations governing 
athletic ticket sales and 
admissions. 

At the South and North 
high schools, student activity 
tickets will cost $7 per 
student, providing admission 
for both girls’ and boys’ 
events. 

Student single session 
admissions, for home and 
visiting students with proper 
identification, will be $1 each 
for boys’ basketball, foot- 
ball, wrestling and ‘soccer 
and 50 cents each for girls’ 
basketball and volleyball. 

For adults attending high 
school varsity athletic 
events, single session prices 
will be $2 for boys’ basket- 
ball, football, wrestling and 
soccer and $1 for girls’ 
basketball and volleyball. 

Sale of adult season tickets 
for girls’ events is being 
studied for possible future 
implementation. 

Regarding adult season 
tickets for boys’ contests, 
non-reserved seating will 
cost $1.25 times the number 
of basketball, football, 
wrestling and soccer events. 

Reserved seating season 
tickets for adults at 
basketball and football 
games will cost $1.25 times 
the number of contests, plus 
$3. 

For those two sports, 
season tickets offering 
reserved and personalized 
seating will be $1.25 times 
the number of games, plus 
$7. 

At the Coolidge, Prather 
and Grigsby junior high 
schools, admission fees will 
be charged for boys’ junior 
high athletic events when 
part of an athletic cori- 
ference schedule, a special 
tournament, or an individual 
non-conference event in- 
volving a school other than 
those of the Granite City 
district. 

Junior high school student 
activity tickets will cost $3.

Weather troubles plagued © 
Bell system during summer 


The summer of 1980 is 
finally over, and none too 
soon for 3,000 storm-weary 
Illinois Bell employees, 
according to Carl Fryk, 
district manager of 
distribution facilities 
maintenance for Illinois 
Bell, who says he can’t 
remember a time — even 
during the blizzard and 
floods of 1979 — when there's 
been as much cumulative 
damage to telephone 
facilities in one season. And 
Fryk has worked for the 
telephone company 33 years. 

The ‘‘trouble’’ started 
about June 20, just before the 
first day of summer, and 
continued almost non-gtop 
for 12 weeks. An estimated 28 
separate lightning, wind or 
rain storms ripped through 
the state increasing Illinois 
Bell's cable repair work load 
to three or four times its 
normal size. 

According to Fryk, the 
only redeeming factor was 
the relatively small per- 
centage of Illinois Bell 
customers about 1.5 
percent — who were actually 
out of service as a result of 
the storms. He attributes 
that to the company’s two- 
year effort at upgrading the 
condition of all cables and 
terminals in the state, and an 
ongoing program to put the 
majority of Illinois Bell's 
70,670 miles of cables under 
the ground. 

Still, about 50,000 people 
were out of service for 
severai hours or — in some 
cases even days. . And 
Illinois Bell estimates that 
another 100,000 customers 
throughout the state were 
inconvenienced by noise or 
static on their telephone 
lines. 

To cope with the damage, 
cable repair forces 
“borrowed” employees from 
construction, routine 
maintenance and in- 
stallation work forces. But 
there was a limit to how long 
and how often that could be 
done. 

The rest of the work had to 
be accomplished by 
requiring employees to work 
evening and weekend hours, 
and by relying on the ablity 
of veteran workers to 
identify and repair problems 
quickly. 

Fryk said most employees 
assigned to cable repair 
have 10-40 years of ex- 
perience, and that ex- 
perience really comes in

handy on complicated repair 
work. Lightning damage, in 
particular, ‘was difficult to 
restore because a bolt can 
skip across a cable leaving 
virtually no visible sign of a 
problem. But, inside the 
cable, wires may be welded 
together in several spots. It 
takes a practiced eye — and 
hand — to determine what 
needs to be done. 

Except for lightning burns, 
most cables had only minor 
damages, each affecting 
three or four customers. The 
difficulty was that there 
were so many of them, and 
they were hard to find. 

“Normally,” Fryk said, 
“Tilinois Bell can move 
crews from one location to 
another when a storm hits an
